tho eight how committee and adopted: 


"The comirritL-w are agreed that it is 


the duty of the natioiIjU and iateruationu] 
unions to enter at once xipou the prepar- 
atory wo.:k 
necessary to secure the 


shorter workday for their members, and 
they recommend, such preparation and 
that all possible assistance should be 
given to such unions a.s urn prepared aud 
•willing to.enter into tho contest; that 
the exeuutivo council should be empow- 
ered by the affiliated unions to make 
such sm assessment per week and for 
such length of time as may be agreed 
upon for the purposo .of securing the 
needed funds for the agSiiitiau and organ- 
ization essential to success, and to aid 
in the support of tho members involved 
in the movement. 


"Your committee further recommend 


that the executive council, after corre- 
spondence with the unions and after a 
careful examination of the claims of the 
affiliated bodies received, shall select j 
one or more of the best prepared and , 
conditioned trades to conduct the con- j 
test for thu sherter workday, the time 
for the beginning of such contest to be 
agreed upon by the executive councils 
ot'the A. P. ofL. and tho union or unions 
selected.''
